deputies and strikers are still keeping n 
safe distance from each other. Both 
aides are orertingevcryeffortto increase 
their numbers, the strikers using, in 
some instances, loaded Winchesters us 
arguments. The strikers become bolder 
and more insolent every day. All the 
smaller towns are completely subjected 
and some demonstration has been made 
at Cripple Creek. There is nothing 
manly in the attitude of the strikers. 
Vastly outnumbering the male portion 
of the population and being heavily 
armed, the* have confiscated nearly all 
the firearms 
owned by individuals. 


ConecinnsttHkc of their own strength 
ami of the weakness of the Inhabitants, 
they conduct themselves in tin over- 
bearing manner and exact conduct on 
the part of the inhabitants that is little 
shurt of abject servitude. 


Today a party entered Wound City, 


and at the point of Winchesters forced 
two union men who believe in the union.

refusal" of France to purchase his latest 
invention, has left the country and has 
sold to the powers composing the Drei- 
bund the secret of the manufacture of a 
terrible war machine. The hitter is said 
to comprise an explosive and new pro- 
jectile which, it IB claimed, will com- 
pletely transform the art of warfare and 
conditions under which it is waged, ren- 
dering its possessors masters of Europe. 
Turpin yielded to the personal urgingn 
of a foreign sovereign and lias received 
several million francs on account.

John Wilson, four days from Bluelields, 
arrived at noon and reported everything 
quiet there. The United States cruisers 
New York and San Francisco and fcng- 
lieh cruiser Magicienne arrived off the 
coast.

The situation caused by the presence 


of General Jiurkcr'e division of the in- 
dustrial army within the city limits of 
Fresno ia becoming eorioUB. 


It was nob alone the publication of 


the article in yesterday's REI>UIILILM:I 
that led the citizens of Fresno U> sum- 
marily shut down on donations to men 
who set the community at defiance. It 
was tho added fact that the immense 
majority of those who visited Hie camp 
recognised that sympathy was utterly 
wasted on men who showed by every 
action that they were willing lo remain 
idle just as long as the generosity of the 
citizens would support them in idleness. 


General Barker's army lives 
from 


i,and to mouth and when rations are on 
hand they arc consumed 
seemingly 


without thought of the morrow. So it 
was that when daylight dawned yester- 
day it found the commissary unable to 
meet demands further than a scanty 
breakfast. 
Committees were sent out to solicit 


aid from the storekeepers, but they met 
with very little encouragement. A num- 
ber of industrials did a house-to-house 
visitation on their own account with in- 
different success. The houtie wives who 
hud rend of Mrs. Smith's inflammatory 
Bpeeches, or had heard extracts re- 
peated by their husbands on their re- 
turn from the evening meeting, turned 
n deaf ear to appeals. 


The result was that at lunch time 


there w«a nothing for the men but a lit- 
tle rice, and the prospects for supper 
were about as promising as the election 
of tho 1'opuliBt ticket. 


A council of war was held, partici- 


pated in by General Barker, the adju- 
tant, the colonels and tlie company cap- 
tains. There was tho usual secrecy, 
with an especial cautiun as to commu- 
nication with reporters. 


Nevertheless, the results arrived at by 


the council were obtained without any 
difficulty. The ijucstions discussed were 
subsistence and transportation. 


From General llarker and tins adju- 


tant it was learned that Urn army will 
iwait today the action of tho city and 
county authorities, from whom the olli- 
cers have been initiationtly expecting 
consideration and 
nsHifiluiice. 
If the 


citixeiis continue lo refuse donations of 
food and clothing, and the authorities 
will not come forward with propositions 
for relief and transportation, this nu'ii 
will he very likely left lo act for them- 
selves. 
The industrials are in no very amia- 


bly frame of mind now, and if they are 
released from the show ol discipline 
hitherto preserved, there can bo only 
one result. The conditions uf last miiii- 


ler will ho repeated.

that there was no apprehension of in- 
jury to the property of tho railroad com- 
pany, or of a train being seined in the 
depot, but he could not prevent his men 
taking a ride when they got lower flown.

Tho "general" scomn to have gotten 


considerably rallied over the condition 
of affairs in the army, though every in- 
telligent man had foreseen that when 
the men reached this city its disband- 
mentwaa more than probable. "I can- 
not help this," and "I cannot prevent 
that," were expressions that fell from 
General Barker's lips in eecmlng mo- 
menta of 
irresolution. The adjutant 


said meaningly to the reporter: "If 
you have l*en a Hulilier you know what 
happens when men are lixed like OIIIH. 
They go and forage for themselves. 


The adjutant also stated his convic- 


tion that no attempt would he^made to 
take possession of a train in Fresno, or 
to do any willful damage in the yards, 
hut if tho men should steal a ride lower 
down it could not bo helped. 


A court martini was held during the 


day al which several of the indnst rials 
were dismissed for drunkenness and 
other charges. The dismissed men took 
their badges with them, and this may 
account for the number of casus reported 
of solitary industrials bumming for 
tobacco, etc., in the stores. The police 
will probably start in on the men who 
go around begging today, and 
the 


chances are that the rock pile will re- 
sound Ao the blows of many hammers 
in a few days. 


The camp was almost deserted ot 4 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. Compan- 
ies were represented by three or four 
men, and the little group of ollicer? at 
headquarters looked veiy anxious. Gen- 
em! Uarker is greatly displeased with 
Tnr KBI-UULICAN'S version of his state- 
ments, but he was challenged in the 
presence of witnesses' to deny that he 
hud spoken of his men not being will- 
ing to work for any two-bit or four-bit a 
ds.iv proposition, and that they would 
only work for living wages, lie ex- 
plained that he meant that ho had not 
brought them here to lower wages or 
compete with rates now prevailing. 
When reminded that many men can be 
found in Kreano willing to work for their 
board in these hard times lie Baid he 
thought no laboring man should be 
asked to work for less than $2 a day, 
and that carpenters ought to have $3 for 
a dny of eight hours. 


One statement which annoyed Gen- 


eral Barker more than any other was 
the report that only a small percentage 
of hia men are American citi/.ens. Mo 
produced the roster of Company I\to 
sliow that every man claims to be a cili- 
Mii, and that of the thirteen men in the 
company twelve are, or claim to be, na- 
tive horn Americans. For himself Gen- 
eral Barker claims that it was unneces- 
sary for him to he naturalized, as hi; 
father was naturalised whilr lie himsel 
was a minor. 


The railroad authorities are lully ap 


prised of the movements ot the Indus 
trials, nnd are inflexible in their rcsolu 
tion not to give them transportation ex 


t-opl at full lirst chins rates. Today will

army than of his neighbors. He re- 
ceived an application for soiij), and gave 
the applicant!} a bux, but intimated that 
he hail a little wood in the yard that 
wanted sawing. Tliu men sawed the 
wood, and so broke the record of the in- 
dustrials in Fresno up to date. 


Mrs. Anna 11. Siniili treated her audi- 


ence hi the court house square to the 
usual tirade of abuse against capital 
and glorification of the masses, but in- 
troduced a spice of variety into it by an 
explanation uf the chilly reception the 
army has met with in Fresno. From 
Mra. Smith's statement it would appear 
that this has been the work of a wicked 
KKPITIH.ICAX reporter. 


Mrs. Smith said that when General 


Barker's annv was neai ing Fresno last 
Saturday the General was met by a 
KEI'I;HI.ICAN reporter who lold him the 
army would bo properly cared for in 
Fresno, but if he and his people had 
come done to make socialistic or Popnlis- 
tic or People's Party speeches, nothing 
would be done for them. 


"Don't you see the idea of this?" said 


Mrs. Smith. "Don't you tumble to it? 
There is a hard three-cornered political 
contest going on down here, and the Ite- 
publiciins were afraid that if we came 
down and talked People's i'arly doc- 
trine they might loso Republican voles.

uirgin of profit is made. If the supph 


holds out, they kill on an average three 
jorses u day all the year round at these 
works and"as Iho busiuws is of long 
standing it is u.-ftimated that enougli 
hoi-s'.-s have been disposed of to supply n 
large standing army. The ages of these 
intinn brutes ranyo from 15 to '23 years, 
and their condition depends largely upon 
tlie life they have led. JIaiiy of the ;i 
mills louk as though they hadn't seen 
oats pince theyworocolU, anil others arc 
spavined, sprung at tbe knees nnd blind. 


The manner of dispositis of tho ani-
